Dutch prince may never regain 
consciousness: doctors 


INNSBRUCK (AFP) - Dutch 
Prince Johan Friso, the sec¬ 
ond son of Queen Beatrix, 
suffered massive brain dam¬ 
age in an avalanche in Austria 
and might never regain con¬ 
sciousness, his doctors said 
Friday. 

"It can’t be said with cer¬ 
tainty at this point whether 
Prince Friso will ever regain 
consciousness again," Wolf¬ 
gang Koller, head of the 
trauma unit at Innsbruck Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, told a press 
conference. 

"In any case, a neurologi¬ 
cal rehabilitation will be re¬ 
quired that will take months,

if not years." 

The 43-year-old father of 
two young daughters was 
caught in an avalanche while 
skiing off-piste with a friend 
in the posh Austrian ski resort 
of Lech a week ago.

He was quickly evacuated 
by helicopter to Innsbruck 
University Hospital but nev¬ 
ertheless spent some 25 min¬ 
utes under the snow, 
according to the doctors. 

"Due to the amount of 
time spent under the snow, 
his brain was not supplied 
with sufficient oxygen," 
Koller said. 

"This resulted in a heart 
attack that lasted about 50 
minutes. During this whole 
time, the patient had to be re¬ 
suscitated," he said. "Fifty 
minutes of reanimation is 
very, very long, one might 
even say too long. 

"Our hope was that the 
patient’s mild hypothermia 
would provide some protec¬ 
tion for the brain. This hope 
was not realised." 

Doctors were able to do 
an MRI scan on the prince for 
the first time on Thursday 
and "it’s clear that the lack of 
oxygen caused massive dam¬ 
age in the patient’s brain," 
Koller said. 

"The family of Prince 
Friso will now look for an ap¬ 
propriate facility for the reha¬ 
bilitation," he added.

tain conditions, businesses 
offering services established 
in the Free Zone may now 
establish their business out¬ 
side of the Free Zone if they 
choose to do so. They have 
also clarified the definition 
of permissable activities for 
businesses offering services. 
This clarification puts the 
law in equality with other 
countries and their defini¬ 
tions and possibilities, ac¬ 
cording to FZA. 

Furthermore, it has been 
noted that all offices in the 
Free Zone are occupied. 

New businesses offering 
services will no longer be al¬ 
lowed to establish in the 
Free Zone without a change 
of management simply be¬ 
cause of the scarcity of lo¬ 
cales. 

Investing in new offices 
is not economically prof¬ 
itable in view of the plans to 
move the Free Zone to Bar- 
cadera. 

One other change is the 
amplification of the percent¬ 


age of sales on the local mar¬ 
ket. Free Zone businesses 
holding special permits, may, 
as of this year, sell one quar¬ 
ter of their total products on 
the local market. They will, 
however, be required to pay 
duties in accordance with the 
normal duty quotas. This 
change annuls the limitation 
imposed on Free Zone busi¬ 
ness for the past 10 years. 

FZA is convinced that a 
change in the actual legisla¬ 
tion of the Aruba Free Zone 
activities is necessary to 
make our Free Zone more at¬ 
tractive. According to them, 
the Free Zone is an instru¬ 
ment to be used to attract in¬ 
vestors for the diversification 
of our local economy. One 
characteristic of this type of 
investment is that it is not 
linked to our tourism sector. 
Because of our geographic 
location, transportation con¬ 
nections, attractive fiscal tar¬ 
iffs, security and political 
stability, FZA is convinced 
that Aruba is an attractive 
place for investors. 

Observers also believe 
that the Aruba Free Zone can 
position Aruba as a hub for 
businesses from Holland and 
the European Union who 
want to access the Latin- 
American market and vice 
versa. Aruba, by all means 
must take good advantage of 
her position and make certain 
that the Free Zone play an 
important role in the process.

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Police posts Rules 
and Regulations for 
2012 Easter Week 
Camping 


Easter Week is Camping time 
along our beaches for many 
Arubans! And, it is almost that 
time of year again! In connec¬ 
tion with the annual camping 
activities, Police Chief A.E. 
Richardson has issued a strong 
appeal to all citizens to comply 
with the conditions under 
which the camping permits are 
being issued. 

The official camping period 
begins Monday, April 1st at 
12:00 noon. This means that as 
of this date we can begin plac¬ 
ing our camping gear, tents 
and trailers along the beaches. 
All objects placed before this 
time and date will be removed 
by the police. The last day to 
camp will be Sunday, April 15. 
At the end of the camping pe¬ 
riod, all objects placed along 
the beaches must be removed. 
Any items remaining will be 
removed at the expense of the 
camper by the police. 

The Aruban authorities urge 
everyone to make a concen¬ 
trated effort to keep our 
beaches clean during and espe¬ 
cially after the camping period. 
Deposit all debris in trash cans 
or in plastic bags. 

The Camping Request 
Forms are available at the Po¬ 
lice Administration Office as 


of February 21st up to March 
9th week days between 8:00 to 
11:30am or 1:00 to 4:30pm. 

The Camping Permit comes 
with the following conditions: 

1 .Under no circumstance is 
it permissible to prepare B. 
B.Q. on the beach. At other lo¬ 
cations B.B.Q pits may be 
placed, provided these are Gas 
B.B.Q pits. 

2. Tents and trailers in use 
must be in good condition. 
These must be placed at least 
10 meters away from the edge 
of the sea and not less than 5 
meters from the public road. 
Violation of these distances 
will result in their removal by 
the authorities. 

3. Under no circumstance is 
it permissible to reserve a 
camping location. 

4. Tents, trailers or any 
other object may not be placed 
at locations other than at the 
locations designated for such 
by the government. 

5. Each tent or trailer must 
be adequately equipped with 
first aid equipment. 

6. It is strictly prohibited to 
display obscene or indecent 
posters or other visual immoral 
material on tents, trailers or on 
other objects.

7. The camping activity 
must be in conformity with 
the conditions under which 
the permits were issued. 

8. It is strictly forbidden to 
drive motor vehicles, bicy¬ 
cles, horses or carts on the 
beaches and particularly at 
areas designated for pedes¬ 
trian passage and the general 
public. 

9. It is strictly forbidden to 
ignite fires on our beaches. 

10. It is strictly forbidden 
to sell food, soft drinks, 
mixed drinks, or any other 
type of article on the beach 
without an official permit for 
this purpose. 

11. During the week 
music may be played only 


from the trailer and only until 
10:00pm. On the weekend 
music may be played up to 
12:00 midnight and in such a 
manner as to not disturb other 
campers. The use of sound 
systems or amplifiers is per¬ 
mitted as long as other 
campers are not molested by 
this. 

12. It is strictly forbidden 
to trim or cut trees in the area 
without a permit for same. 

13. It is prohibited to 
drive boats or anker these in 
the swimming zone. Boats 
may not be tied to the boys in 
the water. 

14. It is prohibited to use 
wooden pallets or cartons on 
the beach. If these are used they 
will be removed by the police. 


15. It is strictly prohibited 
to use the beach or coconut 
trees as a toilet, a place to go 
to the bathroom. 

16. Horses and dogs are 
not permitted on our beaches. 

17. Use of the beach huts 
for camping purposes is 
strictly forbidden, all huts 
must remain free to be used 
by others who come to enjoy 
the day. 

18. Under no circum¬ 
stance is it allowed to dirty 
the beaches. The beaches 
must be kept clean at all 
times. Broken bottles, glass 
splinters may not be left be¬ 
hind. Trash may not be 
thrown into the ocean. 

19. The permit issued to 
one person may not be passed 


along to someone else. 

20. The permit issued 
must be kept intact in the tent 
or trailer and displayed in 
such a manner that it is visi¬ 
ble to the controlling officer 
of the law. 

21. The person for whom 
the permit was issued must 
bear in mind that the permit 
issued gives him/her the ex¬ 
clusive right to camp at the 
designated area during the 
specific camping period. Be¬ 
fore the camping period the 
permit is not valid. This 
means that it is not permissi¬ 
ble to reserve, mark off, put 
up fences, or ropes, etc. at 
any location before the date 
stipulated. 

22. The holder of a per¬ 


mit remains responsible for 
whatever damage caused to 
others through the use of 
tents, trailers or other objects. 

23. Any order issued by 
the police with respect to the 
public order or the security of 
persons, or property, must be 
followed unequivocally. 

24. It is strictly forbidden to 
use the Huts for camping pur¬ 
poses, these must remain free 
to use by others during the day. 

25. Anyone acting con¬ 
trary to the stipulated condi¬ 
tions in the permit will be 
considered to not have a per¬ 
mit, hence his/her permit will 
be revoked. 

The last day to request a 
permit for camping is March 
9th , 2012!

Obama wants 'every tool 
available* to stop Syria killing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama said Fri¬ 
day he wants ’’every tool 
available” to stop the ’’slaugh¬ 
ter" of civilians in Syria, as he 
backed an international meet¬ 
ing on the crisis. 

Obama, speaking at the 
White House, said he was "en¬ 
couraged by the international 
unity" displayed at a meeting 
on Syria in Tunisia, with more 
than 60 foreign ministers gath¬ 
ering to increase pressure on 
President Bashar al-Assad, 
whose regime has launched a 
deadly crackdown against op¬ 
ponents. 

"We're going to continue to 
keep the pressure up and look 
for every tool available to pre¬ 
vent the slaughter of innocents 
in Syria," Obama told re¬ 
porters. 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton, attending the 
first meeting of the "Friends of 
Syria" in Tunisia on Friday, 
warned that Assad would pay 
a "heavy cost" for ignoring the 
will of the international com¬ 
munity after almost a year of 
brutal crackdowns on protest¬ 
ers. 

"The Assad regime has ig¬ 
nored every warning, squan¬ 
dered every opportunity, and 
broken every agreement," she 
said. "Faced with determined 
protesters demanding their 
rights and their dignity, the 
regime is creating an appalling 
humanitarian disaster." 

Clinton also announced $10 
million in aid for humanitarian 
efforts in Syria. 

The Assad regime's "esca¬ 
lating violence in Syria is an 
affront to the international 
community, a threat to re¬ 
gional security, and a grave vi¬ 
olation of universal human 
rights," said Clinton. 

More than 7,600 people 
have been killed since the up¬ 
rising against Assad's rule 


erupted last March, according 
to the Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights monitoring 
group. 

At least 39 more people 
were killed Friday as the min¬ 
isters met in Tunisia, two days 
before Syrians vote on a new 
constitution that could end 50 
years of Baath Party rule 
though keep wide powers with 
the president. 

Tunisia called for an Arab 
peacekeeping force to be sent 
in to help end the killings, and 
for Assad to be granted immu¬ 
nity to persuade him to stand 
down. 

The group called for the 


LONDON (AFP) - A retired 
British businessman accused 
of conspiring to sell missile 
parts to Iran was extradited to 
the United States on Friday, 
but branded his treatment a 
"disgrace". 

Speaking to reporters as he 
arrived at London Heathrow 
airport, where he was taken 
into custody by US marshals, 
Christopher Tappin protested 
his innocence and said he 
should have been tried in 
Britain. 

US prosecutors accuse the 
65-year-old of attempting to 
unlawfully export batteries for 
surface-to-air missiles, which 
were allegedly due to be 
shipped from the US to Tehran 
via The Netherlands. 

Tappin fought a lengthy 
battle through the British 
courts against his transfer to 
the United States, where he 
could face 35 years in jail, but 
lost a final appeal to the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights 
last week. 


Assad regime to "immediately 
cease all violence" to allow 
humanitarian access and 
"committed to take steps to 
apply and enforce restrictions 
and sanctions on the regime." 

In the first sign that grow¬ 
ing pressure might be having 
an effect, Red Cross and Red 
Crescent ambulances entered 
the besieged Homs district of 
Baba Amr and evacuated 
seven Syrians wounded in 
bombardment by regime 
forces. 

But the ambulances had not 
yet evacuated two wounded 
Western journalists and the 
bodies of two others. 


Accompanied to Heathrow 
by his tearful wife Elaine, Tap¬ 
pin said he was "not very con¬ 
fident at all" about the 
outcome of his case. 

"If I wanted anything, it 
was to be tried in the UK, not 
in America, because the Amer¬ 
icans have never had to pro¬ 
duce one piece of evidence," 
he said. 

The British media have 
highlighted Tappin's case as an 
example of what many view as 
the unequal extradition 
arrangements with the United 
States. 

Critics says US authorities 
have to provide far less infor¬ 
mation about an alleged crime 
to secure the extradition of a 
Briton than British authorities 
must provide to extradite an 
American. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron said this week that 
ministers would carry out a re¬ 
view of the arrangements, but 
said a recent report had found 
no need for fundamental re¬ 
form.

PALMA DE MAJORCA, 
February 24, 2012 (AFP) - 
Spanish King Juan Carlos's 
son-in-law Inaki Urdangarin 
arrived on the island of Ma¬ 
jorca Friday on the eve of his 
court appearance in a corrup¬ 
tion case. 

The case implicating Ur¬ 
dangarin, 44, the Duke of 
Palma who is married to the 
king's youngest daughter 
Cristina, is the first major 
scandal to touch Juan Carlos's 
family and a major embarrass¬ 
ment for the royals. 

Urdangarin and Cristina ar¬ 
rived by car late Friday 
evening at the Marivent 
Palace, a royal seaside sum¬ 
mer home in Palma, capital of 
the Balearic Islands, an AFP 
photographer there said. 

The couple was to stay the 
night there before Urdangarin 
appears in court in Palma first 


thing on Saturday for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing in the inves¬ 
tigation, in which he is a 
suspect along with some of 
his former associates. 

The duke, a former 
Olympic handball player, is 
suspected of siphoning off 
money paid by regional gov¬ 
ernments to the Noos Insti¬ 
tute, a charitable group he 
chaired between 2004 and 
2006 for staging sporting 
events and conferences.

Dutch prince may never regain 
consciousness: doctors 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AFP) 
- Anti-US protesters tried to 
storm a US consulate and 
march on NATO headquar¬ 
ters in Kabul on Friday as vi¬ 
olent demonstrations over the 
burning of Korans pushed 
into a fourth day, killing 24 
people. 

Afghan officials said nine 
people died Friday, seven of 
them in the relatively peace¬ 
ful western province of 
Herat, where the assault was 
made on the consulate in the 
capital. 

The Koran burning has in¬ 
flamed anti-Western senti¬ 
ment already smouldering 
over abuses by US-led for¬ 
eign troops, such as the re¬ 
lease last month of a video 
showing US Marines urinat¬ 
ing on the corpses of dead 
Afghans. 

President Hamid Karzai’s 
government and the US-led 
NATO mission in 
Afghanistan had appealed for 
calm and restraint, fearful 
that Taliban insurgents are 
trying to exploit the anti- 
American backlash. 

The protests flared after 
Friday prayers, where mul¬ 
lahs condemned ’’Infidels” 
for the desecration of Islam’s 
holy book. 


’’Those who have commit¬ 
ted this crime should be iden¬ 
tified and should be publicly 
executed,” said mullah Mo¬ 
hammad Ayaz Niazi at 
Kabul’s Wazir Akbar Khan 
mosque. 

’’You have not just be¬ 
trayed a nation, but you have 
played with the faith and sen¬ 
timents of 1.7 billion Mus¬ 
lims worldwide, and you 
have trampled their holy 
book,” he said, while urging 
that any protests should be 
peaceful. 

The circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the Koran incident 
are still subject to investiga¬ 
tion. But US officials told 
AFP the military removed the 
books from a prison at 
Bagram because inmates 
were suspected of using them 
to pass messages.

Eating citrus lowers 
women's stroke risk: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women who regularly eat cit¬ 
rus fruits such as oranges and 
grapefruit may have a lower 
risk of blood-clot related 
stroke, according to a US 
study published on Thursday. 

Researchers looked at 14 
years of data from a US nurses 
survey that included 69,622 
women who reported what 
they ate, including details on 
fruit and vegetable consump¬ 
tion, every four years. 

The aim was to study the ef¬ 
fects of flavonoids — a class of 
compounds present in fruits, 
vegetables, dark chocolate and 
red wine — on health. 

While total flavonoid con¬ 
sumption across all six main 
types found in the typical US 
diet did not show a benefit in 
preventing stroke, those who 
ate lots of oranges and grape¬ 
fruit and their derived juices 
showed a 19 percent lower 
stroke risk than their counter¬ 
parts in the study. 

"Studies have shown higher 
fruit, vegetable and specifi¬ 


cally vitamin C intake is asso¬ 
ciated with reduced stroke 
risk," said Aedin Cassidy, lead 
author of the study in the 
Stroke: Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association. 

"Flavonoids are thought to 
provide some of that protec¬ 
tion through several mecha¬ 
nisms, including improved 
blood vessel function and an 
anti-inflammatory effect," 
added Cassidy, a professor of 
nutrition at Norwich Medical 
School in the University of 
East Anglia. 

The researchers called for 
more studies to better under¬ 
stand the apparent link, and 
urged women to consume or¬ 
anges and grapefruit rather 
than their juices to avoid high 
sugar content from drink addi¬ 
tives. 

Previous research has sug¬ 
gested that citrus-derived 
flavonoids may help prevent 
weight gain and metabolic 
syndrome which can lead to 
Type 2 diabetes and higher risk 
of heart disease. 


States file suit over 
birth control plan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Seven US states have filed a 
lawsuit challenging a require¬ 
ment in President Barack 
Obama's 2010 health care law 
that religious organizations 
provide insurance covering 
birth control. 

The lawsuit filed Thursday, 
which also lists three Catholic 
organizations as plaintiffs, 
threatens to deepen a vicious 
election-year row over contra¬ 
ception despite a compromise 
announced by the president 
earlier this month. 

The attorneys general of 
Nebraska, Florida, Michigan, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, South Car¬ 
olina and Texas allege that the 
requirement that religious or¬ 
ganizations purchase em¬ 
ployee health insurance to 
cover contraception violates 
the constitutional guarantee of 
freedom of religion. 

"This regulation forces mil¬ 
lions of Americans to choose 
between following religious 
convictions and complying 
with federal law," Nebraska 
Attorney General Jon Bruning 
said in a statement. 


"We will not stand idly by 
while our constitutionally 
guaranteed liberties are dis¬ 
carded by an administration 
that has sworn to uphold 
them," he said. 

Conservatives and groups 
affiliated with the Catholic 
Church — which opposes con¬ 
traception — say the law forces 
them to pay for services they 
view as wrong, while support¬ 
ers say birth control is vital to 
women's health. 

In a concession earlier this 
month, Obama said the gov¬ 
ernment would not require re¬ 
ligious organizations to offer 
free contraception on em¬ 
ployee health plans, but placed 
the onus on insurance compa¬ 
nies to cover such services. 

The Nebraska attorney gen¬ 
eral's office said, however, that 
"the proposed change did 
nothing to address the funda¬ 
mental First Amendment vio¬ 
lation and was never officially 
made." 

The fight erupted when the 
administration decided not to 
exempt religious employers 
from a requirement under its

Mild drought killed off Mayan 
civilization: study 



(AFP) - The collapse of the 
Mayan civilization was likely 
due to a relatively mild 
drought, much like the drier 
conditions expected in the 
coming years due to climate 
change, scientists said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Scholars have long be¬ 
lieved that a major drought 
caused severe dry conditions 
that killed off the ancient cul¬ 
ture known for its mastery of 
language, math and astron¬ 


omy. 

But researchers from the 
Yucatan Center for Scientific 
Research in Mexico and the 
University of Southampton in 
Britain said their analysis 
shows the drought only caused 
reductions of 25 to 40 percent 
less annual rain. 

The smaller amounts of 
rain meant that open water 
sources in pools and lakes 
evaporated faster than could 
be replaced by more precipita¬ 


tion, said the study in the jour¬ 
nal Science. 

The study is the first of its 
kind to attempt to assess ex¬ 
actly how much rainfall de¬ 
creased between 800 and 950 
AD when Mayan civilization 
went into decline, and bases its 
modeling data on records of 
past rainfall changes from sta¬ 
lagmites and shallow lakes. 

The analysis showed that 
modest dry spells could have 
sparked major water shortages 
in an area with no rivers, and 
no source of water other than 
rain. 

"Summer was the main sea¬ 
son for cultivation and replen¬ 
ishment of Mayan freshwater 
storage systems and there are 
no rivers in the Yucatan low¬ 
lands," added Rohling. 

International experts have 
predicted that similar dry 
spells in the Yucatan region are 
on the way due to climate 
change. 

While modem societies are 
expected to be better equipped 
to handle drought, risks re¬ 
main, said lead author Martin 
Medina-Elizalde of the Yu¬ 
catan Center for Scientific Re¬ 
search in Mexico. 

"What seems like a minor 
reduction in water availability 
may lead to important, long- 
lasting problems. This prob¬ 
lem is not unique to the 
Yucatan Peninsula, but applies 
to all regions in similar set¬ 
tings where evaporation is 
high."

Chinese firm takes 
Apple legal battle to 


US 


(AFP) - A Chinese computer 
firm involved in a legal battle 
with Apple over the iPad 
trademark said Friday it is 
suing the technology giant in 
California for "unfair business 
and fraud". 

Proview Technology, based 
in China's southern city of 
Shenzhen, filed the lawsuit a 
week ago on February 17, 
Proview Technology (Shen¬ 
zhen) chief executive Yang 
Rongshan told AFP. 

"The suit accuses Apple of 
unfair business and fraud," 
Yang said, adding the com¬ 
pany was following a different 
legal strategy in the United 
States than in China, where it 
has sued for trademark viola¬ 
tion. 

He declined to give further 
details about the suit, filed in 
a state court near Apple's Sili¬ 
con Valley headquarters. 

The Wall Street Journal said 
the suit accused the company 
Apple of "fraud and/or mal¬ 
ice" in using an innocuously- 
named subsidiary to buy the 
iPad trademark from Proview 
in December of 2009. 

The case opens up another 
front for Proview, which suf¬ 
fered a legal setback on Thurs¬ 
day when a Shanghai court 
threw out a separate case 


against Apple and ruled the 
US company could continue 
iPad sales in the city. 

The Shanghai case marked 
a victory for Apple in a pro¬ 
tracted and ongoing legal bat¬ 
tle with the debt-laden 
Proview over rights to the 
iPad name. 

Proview's Taiwanese affili¬ 
ate registered "iPad" as a 
trademark in several countries 
including China as early as 
2000 — years before Apple 
began selling its product. 

The US titan subsequently 
bought the rights for global 
trademark, but Proview claims 
the Taiwanese affiliate had no 
right to sell the Chinese rights. 

Apple last year took the 
firm to a Chinese court, claim¬ 
ing trademark infringement, 
but the court ruled the US 
company lacked "supporting 
facts and evidence" for its 
claim — even though a Hong 
Kong court had previously 
sided with Apple. 

Apple is now appealing that 
case, but Proview, which 
makes computer monitors, has 
itself filed trademark lawsuits 
against Apple in China. 

At the same time, Proview has 
indicated an interest in a 
multi-billion-dollar cash set¬ 
tlement from Apple.

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Aruba Money Supply Decreases 

Summary of the Monthly Bulletin of 
December 2011 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of December 2011 that 
the money supply edged down 
by Afl. 83.9 million to Afl. 
3,158.7 million, resulting from 
an Afl. 99.4 million decrease in 
net domestic assets to Afl. 
1,872.5 million at the end of 
December 2011. This decrease 
was partially offset by an Afl. 
15.6 million rise in the foreign 
component of the money sup¬ 
ply. The fall in net domestic as¬ 
sets was because the Afl. 75.3 
million in net liabilities of the 
public sector to the banking 
sector at the end of November 
2011 turned into an Afl. 36.6 
million net claims of the public 
sector on the banking sector at 
the end of December 2011. 
Commercial loans and housing 
mortgages increased by, re¬ 
spectively, Afl. 4 million (0.4 
percent) and Afl 1.2 million 
(0.1 percent). 

The consumer price index 


(CPI) for December 2011 reg¬ 
istered a 6.1 percent rise, com¬ 
pared to the same month of 
2010. The main components 
that contributed to this increase 
were transport, recreation and 
culture, and communication. 
The index for all items less 
food and energy (which partly 
affect the housing and trans¬ 
port components), the so- 
called core CPI, went up by 
1.7 percent compared to De¬ 
cember 2010. The 12-month 
average inflation rate reached 
4.4 percent in December 2011. 

Tourism fared well in De¬ 
cember 2011, as growths were 
registered in stay-over arrivals 
and cruise visitors of, respec¬ 
tively, 3,793 (4.9 percent) to 
81,455 visitors and 20,493 
(24.8 percent) to 103,268 visi¬ 
tors, compared to December 

2010. Overall, stay-over visi¬ 
tors grew by 5.7 percent in 

2011, when compared to 2010. 
The Latin American market 
outshined its peers in growth, 


primarily due to an upturn of 
1,977 (+13.1 percent) more 
Venezuelan visitors who trav¬ 
elled to Aruba during Decem¬ 
ber 2011, compared to the 
corresponding period in 2010. 
Flights from Venezuela report¬ 
edly expanded due to the inten¬ 
sification of ads and 
promotions for December 
2011. Minor changes were ob¬ 
served in the other tourism 
market segments. 

Tax revenue for the month 
of December 2011 totaled Afl. 
81.9 million, a decline of Afl. 
3 million (-3.5 percent), com¬ 
pared to the same month of the 
previous year. Revenue reduc¬ 
tions were registered in taxes 
on commodities (-Afl. 4.6 mil¬ 
lion) and on services (-Afl. 3.7 
million). These drops were 
partially offset by higher in¬ 
come from profit tax (+Afl. 2.5 
million) and taxes on property 
(+Afl. 1.2 million), while those 
from the turnover tax rose mar¬ 
ginally by Afl. 0.7 million. 


IMF sounds warning for global economy 
on rising oil 


MEXICO CITY - The Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund flagged 
higher oil prices as a rising 
threat to the global economy 
yesterday, urging policymak¬ 
ers to keep a close eye on west¬ 
ern tensions with Iran, which is 
facing punitive measures 
against its crude supplies.

"A new risk on the horizon, 
or maybe not on the horizon, 
maybe right in front of us, is 
high oil prices," David Lipton, 
First Deputy Managing Direc¬ 
tor of the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund, said in a presenta¬ 
tion at the G20 gathering.

Lipton was speaking just 
after U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner said Wash¬

reserve to counter the supply 
disruptions from Iran. 

The fear of tightening sup¬ 
plies, exacerbated by a threat 
from Tehran to close the Strait 
of Hormuz - the main Gulf oil 
shipping lane - have lifted 
prices to new highs. 

Western powers are increas¬ 
ingly at loggerheads with Iran 
over its efforts to generate nu¬ 
clear power. Iran insists it 
wants to harness atomic energy 
for peaceful ends, but the West 
suspects it is trying to acquire 
nuclear weapons. 

A day after hitting a record 
high in euro terms, Brent crude 
jumped above $124 a barrel, 
raising worries that a run of 
sharp price gains could stymie 
the euro zone's growth 
prospects, making it harder for 
governments to meet budget 
targets and pull the currency 
bloc out of its debt crisis. 

Mexico, which is hosting 
the G20 meeting, has been 
pushing for the euro zone to 
take further steps to solve the 
debt crisis and for policymak¬ 
ers to make progress on in¬ 
creasing the IMF's firepower, 
lest it be needed to help in Eu- 
rope.But some countries have 
said there can be no talk of 
more IMF resources without a 
stronger European firewall, 
which is to be discussed 
among European Union lead¬ 
ers next week.

G20 presidency urges 
action from Europe 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
head of the central bank of 
Mexico, which currently pre¬ 
sides the G20, called on Euro¬ 
pean governments yesterday to 
take urgent action to restore 
confidence. 

"It is crucial for European 
authorities to urgently imple¬ 
ment policy actions in order to 
restore confidence," said 
Agustin Carstens ahead of a 
weekend meeting of the 20 
(G20) advanced and develop¬ 
ing countries here. 

"This will generate a virtu¬ 
ous cycle where firms will be 
more willing to invest, house¬ 
holds will increase their spend¬ 
ing and investors will renew 
their interest in European sov¬ 
ereign debt." 

Carstens, a former finance 


minister, praised Spain's ef¬ 
forts to take "strong, painful 
but necessary actions" and said 
the international community 
also had to back Europe. 

"No one wants the crisis 
dragging on indefinitely," he 
added. 

G20 finance ministers and 
central bankers meeting this 
weekend in Mexico City were 
expected to discuss boosting 
funds for the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and Eu¬ 
rope's emergency funds, fol¬ 
lowing the latest rescue deal 
for Greece. 

Amid increasing pressure on 
Europe to beef up its financial 
firewall, the G20 meeting comes 
days before a Brussels summit 
next week where the issue is ex¬ 
pected to top the agenda. 


Brazil to boost sugarcane 
output for ethanol 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil 
said yesterday it planned to 
boost sugarcane production 
over the next four years for use 
as ethanol fuel in light vehi¬ 
cles. 

The federal government 
said a strategic plan to increase 
sugarcane output during the 
2012-2015 period was being 
developed to firm up ethanol's 
role as the leading fuel for 
Brazil's fleet of light vehicles. 
Since 1976 the government 


made it mandatory to blend an¬ 
hydrous ethanol, containing a 
maximum one percent of 
water, with gasoline, fluctuat¬ 
ing between a 10 percent and 
22 percent ratio, for use in light 
vehicles. 

The new plan would raise 
the proportion of anhydrous 
ethanol to gasoline to 25 per¬ 
cent and the share of light ve¬ 
hicles using hydrated ethanol 
— with seven percent water — 
to between 50 and 55 percent.

The Lakers and their cross¬ 
town rival Clippers dominate 
the Western Conference start¬ 
ing lineups in Sunday's All- 
Star Game, each with two 
starters. 

Along with Bynum, Lakers 
superstar guard Kobe Bryant 
was voted in by fans, who also 
picked high-flying Clippers 
forward Blake Griffin and 
guard Chris Paul. 

The only non-Los Angeles 


starter is Thunder forward 
Kevin Durant. 

Miami forward LeBron 
James and guard Dwyane 
Wade was to be joined on the 
Eastern Conference team by 
Orlando's Dwight Howard, 
Knicks forward Carmelo An¬ 
thony and Chicago guard Der¬ 
rick Rose, although Rose, the 
reigning NBA Most Valuable 
Player, has been battling a sore 
back and other injuries this 
season. 

The reigning NBA cham¬ 
pion Dallas Mavericks feature 
only among the reserves in the 
West, not surprising after the 
early season struggles of Fi¬ 
nals MVP Dirk Nowitzki and 
the Mavs' modest 21-13 record 
at the break. 

Meanwhile the team the 
Mavericks beat in the finals — 
Miami — are cruising, with 
coach Erik Spoelstra saying 
the shortened season may have 
done them a favor. 


Football: Ghana coach accuses 
players of 'witchcraft' 


ACCRA (AFP) - Ghana coach 
Goran Stevanovic claims some 
of his players turned on each 
other using withcraft at the 
Africa Cup of Nations, accord¬ 
ing to a report published by the 
BBC on Friday. 

Stevanovic's astonishing ac¬ 
cusation of deep divisions in 
the Black Stars' ranks emerged 
from a leaked review of the 
team's performance in Gabon 
where Ghana were knocked 
out by eventual winners Zam¬ 
bia in the semi-finals. 

"We all need to help in 
changing some players' men¬ 
tality about using 'black power' 
to destroy themselves, and also 
make sure we instil discipline 
and respect for each other," the 
coach said, according to the 
BBC. 

In a report delivered to the 
Ghana Football Association's 


(GFA) executive committee, 
Stevanovic added: "After los¬ 
ing to Zambia, there arose so 
many accusations amongst the 
players. 

"I have learnt great lessons 
from African football and also 
about Ghanaian players' be¬ 
haviour on and off the field." 

Sarfo Gyami, part of the 
Ghana side at the 1992 Na¬ 
tions Cup, said: "It has always 
happened, but players have 
used it to protect themselves 
and normally in search of luck. 

"I have never heard of a sit¬ 
uation when players have used 
it against their own colleagues. 
That is a very bad situation." 

Despite outward signs of 
unity both Stevanovic and 
GFA president Kwesi Nyan- 
takyi suggest the reality at the 
2012 Nations Cup was very 
different. 


"During the competition we 
observed that some players 
played to achieve personal 
fame, prominence and excel¬ 
lence to the detriment of the 
team," Nyantakyi told a press 
conference this week. 

"We also had complaints 
from some senior players, ac¬ 
cusing some of the junior ones 
of disrespect." 

Stevanovic's accusation in¬ 
dicate he may have trouble 
holding on to his post, the 
GFA are in the process of re¬ 
viewing his contract, but he 
will still be in charge when 
Ghana play Chile in a friendly 
in the United States next week.

Tseng was the pre-tourna¬ 
ment favorite heading into Sin¬ 
gapore after successfully 
defending her title at the 
Honda FPGA Thailand on 
Sunday and was bidding to 
win for the first time here. 

There is no halfway-cut for 
the event which means there is 
still an opportunity for those 
lower down the field to work 
their way into contention for 
the title. 


Braun reiterates 
innocence after 
appeal 


FOS ANGEFES (AFP) - Ryan 
Braun, the first Major Feague 
Baseball player to successfully 
appeal a suspected doping vio¬ 
lation, Friday insisted that the 
drug in question "never en¬ 
tered my body". 

'T've tried to respect this 
process," Braun said at a press 
conference at training camp in 
Arizona one day after the re¬ 
sult of his appeal was an¬ 
nounced. 

"I've tried to handle the en¬ 
tire situation with honor, with 
integrity, with class, dignity 
and professionalism, because 
that's who I am. 

"If I had done this intention- 


Golf: Tiger eliminated at WGC 
Match Play 



M ARAN A (AFP) - Former 
world no. 1 Tiger Woods was 
eliminated by Nick Watney 1 
up on Thursday in a second- 
round match at the $8.5 mil¬ 
lion World Golf 

Championships Match Play 
Championship. 

Watney booked a third- 
round match on Friday against 
world no. 3 Fee Westwood of 
England. Westwood, the Sam 
Snead bracket's top seed, de¬ 
feated Sweden's Robert Karls- 
son 3 and 2 in another 
second-round match at Dove 
Mountain. 

"I'm definitely in a little bit 
of shock," Watney said after 
Woods missed a five-footer 


that would have extended the 
match. 

"The old adage is to expect 
your opponent to make it," 
Watney said. "And when it's 
Tiger Woods, you really ex¬ 
pect him to make it." 

Woods, a 14-time major 
winner and three-time WGC 
Match Play champion, has not 
won a tour-level title since 
2009 as he has struggled with 
injuries and the aftermath of 
his infamous sex scandal. 

Watney sank a 15-foot 
birdie putt on the opening hole 
to move 1-up on Woods, but 
Woods answered with a birdie 
at the par-5 second and parred 
to win the par-4 fourth and put 


himself 1-up on US compatriot 
Watney. 

Woods dropped the par-4 
seventh with a bogey and the 
match was squared at the turn, 
then surrendered the par-4 
10th to Watney and lost the 
par-3 12th to a birdie from 
Watney, who seized a 2-up 
edge and kept it through the 
15th hole. 

Even then, Watney said, he 
was expecting Woods to re¬ 
spond. 

"I just felt like Tiger Woods 
is not going to lay down," Wat¬ 
ney said. "Tiger Woods is not 
going to give you this match, 
so you've got to do something 
to take it." 

Watney took a bogey at the 
par-3 16th, trimming his lead 
to 1 up with two to play, and 
each parred the par-4 17th, 
sending the drama to the final 
hole. 

Woods missed three birdie 
putts within 10 feet over the 
final six holes. 

"I didn't miss a single shot 
coming in, which is good. And 
that was fun, to hit the ball that 
well," said Woods, who strug¬ 
gled as he implemented swing 
changes last year. "Unfortu¬ 
nately, I just didn't make a putt 
when I needed it." 


ally or unintentionally, I 
would've been the first to step 
up and say, 'I did it.' I know in 
my heart this substance never 
entered my body," he said. 

Braun was named Most 
Valuable Player of the National 
Feague in November for his 
role in helping the Milwaukee 
Brewers clinch their first divi¬ 
sion title in almost 30 years.

April. 

An ESPN report in Decem¬ 
ber that he was facing a possi¬ 
ble 50-game ban for testing 
positive for a performance-en¬ 
hancing drug during the play¬ 
offs rocked baseball. 

While MFB policy calls for 
dope testing and appeals to re¬ 
main confidential until a ban is 
announced, Braun did not deny 
the report. 

He said on Friday, however, 
that much of what was re¬ 
ported in the media was incor¬ 
rect, and that the positive test 
was not the result of a personal 
health issue or sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease. 

A three-man panel ruled 2- 
1 in favor of Braun, with arbi¬ 
trator Syam Das casting the 
deciding vote. 

Major Feague Baseball is¬ 
sued a statement on Thursday 
saying it "vehemently dis¬ 
agreed" with the decision. 

Details of the case were not 
released, but US media re¬ 
ported Braun's appeal was 
based on technical flaws in the 
handling of his sample, which 
cast doubt on the chain of cus¬ 
tody.

Tennis: Goerges sends Wozniacki crashing out of 
Dubai Open

DUBAI (AFP) - Caroline 
Wozniacki's hopes of regain¬ 
ing the world number one 
ranking took another blow 
when her defence of the Dubai 
Open title ended in the semi¬ 
finals on Friday. 

Wozniacki lost the top spot 
after an Australian Open quar¬ 
ter-final defeat last month. 

She then fell at the first hur¬ 
dle in Doha, and on Friday 
failed to capitalise on a 4-2 
second set lead against un¬ 
seeded German Julia Goerges 
and was beaten 7-6 (7/3), 7-5. 

Despite this there was also 
plenty of evidence why the 
world number 19 from Ger¬ 
many had beaten her better 
known Danish opponent in 
both their last two meetings. 

Goerges, who will face 
Poland's Agnieszka Radwan- 
ska in Saturday's final, hit the 
ball with great power, espe¬ 
cially on the forehand, and 
was prepared to risk errors to 
apply pressure. 

Had Wozniacki been more 
confident she might have held 
on to her serve in the seventh 
game of the second set and 
perhaps extended the match to 
a decider. 

Instead she chose to dispute 
the Hawkeye replay decision 
which consigned her to 30-40 
— a futile if emotionally under¬ 
standable response which both 


indicated and heightened her 
frustration. 

Mostly Wozniacki used a 
slower pace and changes of 
pace and direction, as well her 
impressive mobility to contain 
the Goerges bombardment, but 
she was not quite consistent 
enough to make the policy 
work. 

"Today was just a day 
where you try, you try, you try, 
and it just doesn't work. You 
know, you have some of these 
days sometimes," said Wozni¬ 
acki, who will also defend 
title-holder’s points at her next 
tournament, in Indian Wells 
the week after next. 

Goerges was thrilled with 
her win. 

"When you see the draw 
you never expect to get to the 
final," she said of something 
she had only achieved three 
times previously. 

"It’s amazing to be in the 
final and to beat Caro again. I 
just tried to stay aggressive 
and play my kind of game." 

Goerges has enterprisngly 
taken advantage of a top half 
minus the injured world num¬ 
ber one Victoria Azarenka, and 
which quickly lost the sixth- 
seeded semi-injured Marion 
Bartoli, beaten by Peng Shuai 
of China in the first round. 

Goerges will play the in¬ 
form Radwanska, who has 


only lost to Azarenka this year 
and will climb one place to 
world number five if she takes 
the title. 

The rising 22-year-old from 
Krakow overcame former 
world number one Jelena 
Jankovic 6-2, 2-6, 6-0 in a 
topsy-turvy match in which 
Radwanska started and fin¬ 
ished the more patient and 
controlled player. 

Jankovic tried hard to im¬ 


pose her new more attacking 
emphasis upon an opponent 
who defends, contains and 
counter-attacks very well, but 
the Serb could only make it 
work in the middle of the 
match. 

Radwanska remained calm 
through that period of pressure 
although she admitted to fin¬ 
ishing tired after a contest of 
one hour and 43 minutes in 
which she did plenty of run¬ 
ning. 


She also admitted to having 
had arguments with her father 
Robert, who last year alleged 
that she needed "a psychiatrist, 
a psychologist, something like 
that," and with whom she has 
parted as a coach. 

"On the court we always 
had a good relationship. He's a 
great coach and he really 
taught me everything. But off 
court we had arguments," Rad¬ 
wanska said. 


Tennis: Jankovic plans to return to 
the top 


DUBAI (AFP) - Former world 
number one Jelena Jankovic, 
who achieved her best win for 
12 months before exiting in the 
Dubai Open semi-finals, has a 
new team to help her beat a 
wave of different rivals and a 
plan to overcome herself too. 

The intelligent, loquacious 
and charismatic Serb, who 
overcame US Open champion 
Samantha Stosur on Thursday 
before Friday's three-set loss to 
Polish fifth seed Agnieszka 
Radwanska, has always en¬ 
joyed working things out for 
herself. 

However, she is setting her 
independent instincts aside in 
a bid to climb back up from her 
current world ranking of 14, 
despite her exit to Radwanska. 

"At one point I really 
wanted to carry on without a 
coach," Jankovic said, when 
quizzed about her recent ap¬ 
pointment of Henner Nehles, a 
former player at the University 
of Nevada Las Vegas. 

At the same time Jankovic 
admits that a coach can see 
things from the side of the 
court which the player cannot. 
And it is necessary to work 
with a coach in training. 

"I was recommended him 
(Nehler), so I just tried to see," 
she said. "And on top it's a lit¬ 
tle bit different because he's a 
young guy, and usually you 
have the older coaches, you 
know, with a lot of experience 
on the tour. 

Jankovic also has Korey 



Goodwin as her new fitness 
trainer — another vital appoint¬ 
ment, as one of the causes of 
her slide down the rankings 
has been repeated health and 
injury problems. 

These have involved im¬ 
proving the weight and variety 
of her serve, making the first 
solid strike in a rally more 
often, and moving opponents 
around more rather than rely¬ 
ing so much on her athletic 
ability and court coverage. 


Jankovic also wants to de¬ 
velop the stamina and equa¬ 
nimity to last a seven-day 
two-week Grand Slam. 

The changes are intended to 
help her respond to the emer¬ 
gence of fine new players such 
as Victoria Azarenka, Petra 
Kvitova, Caroline Wozniacki 
and Agnieszka Radwanska, all 
younger than the 26-year-old 
Jankovic. 

The new team helped 
Jankovic win three matches at 
last month's Australian Open, 
before she lost to the then 
world number one, Caroline 
Wozniacki. 

The aim is to build on this, 
to regain a place in the top ten, 
and then to try to challenge for 
the major titles which have 
eluded her. 

Jankovic looked a much 
more attack-minded player 
than before as she beat Stosur 
to reach her first semi-final of 
the year before losing 6-2,2-6, 
6-0 Friday to Radwanska.
